The  data  in  the  enclosed  tables  was  initially  prepared  by  Mr. 
Warner  and  Mrs.  Ferik  of  the  Policy  Planning  Branch  of  the 
Ministry  of  Treasury,  Economics  and  Intergovernmental  Affairs 
(TEIGA) .  The  1961  and  1971  figures  were  obtained  from  the 
censuses  and  an  annual  growth  rate  was  calculated  assuming 
a  constant  rate  throughout  that  10-year  period.  This  was 
then  used  by  the  Policy  Planning  Branch  to  calculate  the 
projection  to  1986  that  would  result  if  the  same  growth  rate 
were  maintained. 

The  data  has  been  reorganized  for  presentation  in  this  form 
by  Mr.  Lawson.  John  Heginbottom  assisted  with  the  graphics. 

The  area  generally  covers  the  Central  Ontario  Lakeshore  Urban 
Complex  (COLUC)  as  defined  by  the  Regional  Planning  Branch  of 
TEIGA.  The  data  is  given  by  counties,  the  basis  on  which  it 
was  obtained  from  Statistics  Canada.  For  Toronto  data  was 
provided  for  the  City  as  well  as  for  all  of  Metropolitan 
Toronto,  and  is  included  in  the  tables  for  purposes  of  com¬ 
parison. 

The  data  has  been  arranged  in  two  ways;  first  by  industry  across 
the  counties  of  the  COLUC  area,  then  by  county.  In  addition  a 
table  of  population  is  enclosed  for  purposes  of  comparison.  In 
this  case  the  1961  and  1971  figures  are  from  the  censuses  while 
the  growth  to  1986  is  a  demographic  projection  prepared  by  the 
Economic  Analysis  Branch  of  TEIGA.  Average  annual  growth  rates 
have  been  calculated  for  the  1961-1971  and  1971-1986  periods 
for  comparison  with  the  employment  growth  rates.
